Thegraxicr tuner* by theexcetaof auppiyaver 
demand, which hsa degraded the market value 
of hit Block beneath ire cost of produetion. An 
IncreiusMeontumpticjn.or deceased production, 
to i certain point, would either remedy this 
and secure a remunerative price. To attain 
this by an Increase tn the consumption, is sa 
preferable tor promoting: the general weal of the 
colony, aa going a Ktait is to " SWsrtsay 
atauY" 

It is the bailer, therefore, that ahould be th* 
means of effecting thia. The ''manufacture'' 
of fat bullocks and sheep has as yet been con- 
ducted In the most rude manner, the coll 
advantages which ahould attach to it, 
been entirely Lost tight of* 

The public approbation awarded to the bull- 
ing down system mutt not shield ill imper- 
fections ; nor ahould you be blind to the mull* 
of your darling boy. 

It hu now become well known thtt the 
prtmest fat bullock* are the most profitable for 
timing ; thtt the ttneat snd best meat goes int. . 
the pot i whilal the public are not only eating 
the inferior animal*, but the inferior parte also. 

The conaumption of Sydney ia reputed to be 
3nCtl aheep and Spn builocka per week ; but 
whilst the inferior part* yield the greatest 
quantity of tallow, there can be do rctaou why 
i>f tuition and " necks of beef," should 
claim ■ piece in our butchers' ahopt, We 
Itnow that the hind quarters of beef yield, sit 
those cut, and joints so admired by John Hull, 
(honoured hy royalty too} to much respected 
by the eiiiaens of London — to wit. Tha harm, . 
the tirtom, snd the rvwsss' of hatf, the rump and 
beef-lltaki alike the hind quarter* erf the sheep, 
give tbeaaddle. the haunch, the lain, and Leg of 
mutton, and the chop and ateak* 

Now if the** prime parts onl v were con turned, 
It would probably require nearly double the 
present number to meet tho demand- any, 11000 
•beep, or flOO bullock* per week | or 
StyflO sheep, 
Ml, WO bullocki per annum. 
Thie extension cf ihe consumption would take- 
off the surplus stock of the greater, would give 
theconaomcr nnthina; but the choicest meat, 
would en able the boiler to conduct hit manu- 
facture witb more economy and greater proUt 
at a lea* charge, and yield a greater quantity 
of tallow for the export merchant, thus benr- 
Htting til parties. 

It would sound lather funny in England if 
the Corporation of Sydney should put forth a 
lly-Law prohibiting their fellow-cltiEens from 
eating any beef but rump ltrakt, siV^h'h, *r.— 
haunch of mutton, Ac., under pain of being 
declared an illegitimate descendant of old John 
Bull, and deprived of ciliteiuhip accordingly. 
I will leave It to those conversant with fit 



market value of the various part* of (he bullock 
and aheep to estimate ibe amount of the expor- 
table prudurtion ( snd other value, j to be derived 
from the above-stated number of animals in 
hides and skint, tallow and gelatine, horns 
and hoofs, ihuikbones and oil, marrow and 
blood, etc., all theae brought properly to account, 
wilb an increased market v*lue for tin- prime 
parts, would render a vary d.liVtein return to 
that now made to the giatier. For my own 
part I would rather pay Id. per lb. fee the

there saw bar condition. She exhibited ap- 
rwaraneaa, be .ays, of haring at some time 
struck the ground heavily. The bolls, in Ihe 
step of tbe foremast, lod breast book* forward, 
arses started eotu cache*, and ha conceired 
that si**h an eftcet oould only be produced by 
striking the ground, lie alio thought alie had

The injmry wa* not recent : nut within * yaaur .

Eircum.Uiui-*, he said, frequently happens; 
and it wa* quite possible for entry pencil oti 
board to be ignorant of it- It seems to me un- 
nceounLilile, that no question on these point* 
were put to the witnesses examined for the 
complhiiiant* in L'al utln. The imputation of 
the injuriea on the keel, to rubbing and twisting 
of the cable, ha* now the np|tc*mner of an after- 
thought- I am most Bhaken, by ths positive 
testimony of the male, that tbe vessel intact 
never diq strike ths ground ; but the weight of 
evidence on the point is, nevertheless, agiinil 
Ibe defendant*. Iloioro deciding the case, on

Wc come now to the alleged misrepresent*

within the knowledge of one, urns' not ia M* 
,*nrrr of th* ofarr re im>«.. There may poarihly 
hare been in thi* case (though thi* ws* nol 
urged) an ««v«W warrsnly ; that the ship 
was resi/mably flt, for the purpose .he wu 
intended. Hut, the quetUon whether this 
would be available, to a peraon who could 
ascertain the Tact fur himself, would remain. 
1 shall nol put llie decision, however, mi the 
ground merely of the mean* nf knowledge. 

Having thu* disponed of the law of the rate, 
as I understand it to he, 1 proceed lo contider 
the nature of the representation* made here. 
And aa Ihe tir*t question i*, whether there waa 
in this esse a mreorrfy (that ». an express 
warranty), of aeaworthineil or soundness, 1 
•m of opinion, that there wu not ; whether 1 
n-Ksrd ibe nar»i» of the reprfwenutjou*, or the 
oirrieierif on which, and manner in which they 
were made ; or look si the fact, that although 
they sn said equally to have .n?v. ■-■■<■ and to 
have tuUnuvit the contract, yel tbe written 
memoranilum of uln contains no notice of 
them representation* were, however, made. 
Were they ,A mailers, the truth nf which the 
complainant* had no means of ascenainlne ? I 
cannot say that they were. According to one 
of the carmplaiauanta. (he purchaser, look pos- 
session of the vessel, before Ihe contract wa* 
signed. What was to have prevented then, 
from Hum unloading her (ergo, .tripping off. 
■ilankottwo, andexarnmmgthe itate of her 
lower timber., or urne of t£mi I will iiiume 
that the complainsnu oould not, before the 
signing of the contract, have entered on the 
neoeaaary extent of eitsjnination. But, whal 
prevented them from entering on and coco- 
plating that examination, before the contract 
wu carried finally into e fleet, by the aieeution 
nf the annuity deeds t I wiB still take It, how- 
ever, that they could not :— or that, under the 
titeutn*tances. the duty of easminanon wna 
not east on them ; they having, in fact retirrt 
on tha defendant ! representation. The de- 
rendanta urged, that the purcbaaen did rurf 
rely on it ; as "they sent their master, „ 
•hipwrighl, on board, by whom the slate of 
[h* *hip w** reported on. I do not bnd, how- 
ever, that tha examination then msdr misted to 
her state generally ; but to that of llie mut* 
and span only, the defect* in which were more 
palpable. 

What, then, were the representalions made ; 
and hnw are they proved ? Thsy an proved 
by the complainant'* own oath alone, J do 
not aaj, that we »« lo reject thia latirnony ; 
and 1 am far from aupjxwuiij, that those gen- 
tlemen do not entirely mr in to apeak llie 
uuth. They an apeakjng of nutter., Lwever, 
into which their fssltng. must luuroidibiy 
muub enter , which occurred, in ths course of 
<»n reflation, or of many conversations, ssldoai 
aecuraiely remembered ; and on occasion*, 
whieh occurred nearly lire yeate ago. The 
change nf a phrase, the addition of ■ little 
Srtengtli to a ainglo o h ssrvs l ion, without the 
Least design to mistfrpresamt, in quoting from 
an edver*ary under such cucumatnncee, might 
make all the difference in the world. 1 wish, 
therefore, that the fact* had been listed, by 
some more inoUrTereiit snd unprejudiced rajf. 
lies: Mid in the present! of, or al leaai after 
hearing the .Went seller, whose character and 
interests they impeach. Vi'c must take the 
case, however, u we And il ; and the 
evidence ia a* ttrUowa. Mi. linking 
uys, that the titaty {at iaael in the 
commencement) wu principally conducted 
by hit partner ; bul that during the 
negociatian* with him, Wight repeatedly re- 
presented the ihip to be a ovoa* lavwhiruW M 
erai*/. He cannot stale the e.act ejtpteuiona i

(In such evidence as this, would .Jiy Court 
or Jurv deteirnine, as a matter unequivuctlly 
and fully proved, that thUdefendantrepresenleil 
hi* veaasl, u .rciwvfft, slmno, onrl tmsvrthf I 
I have no hesitation in saying, that on tie 
evidence of Mr, Hughes alone 1 should hot do 
so. The words used are, throughout, general 
words of praise and commendation ; of which 
llie law will take no notlse. If Ihe contract 
was really bund on a distinct repreaenucton, 
that the .hip wu in fact sound and seaworthy, 
why wu not the repreae nlali on engrafted on 
the nrm tract f I have nothing to do here, with 
rfensiderslioru of mure morality : with duliei 
of, u they are termed, imperfect obligation. 
Whatever I may think n( a m.n. who selli an 
old woin-out vca*el. which might or mighl nol 
he rotleo, nnd which turn* nut eventually to be 
tollcn, by mt-ari. of repeaentation. like thine 
imputed Lo Captain Wight. I am here only to 
declare the law : and the law lays, that It i* s 
mini own tolly, In Iru.t tn representation* *f 
thst nature, lie who desire* to protect him- 
self, or have a remedy against him with whom 
he deals, may easily do so, by requiring a 
warranty ; or taking rare to have any luurancei 
made to him, on which he means to rely, re- 
duced to writing. The evidence of Mr. Hoi- 
king, however, ia more distinct and detinue. 
The word* peea 1 and luovnuifia/, or eW and 
slrrHtrr, or xuihii and uuiaf, if they stood alone, 
would certainly be taken by me to imply, that 
the thip wa* arauneh, atroog. and senworlhy. 
It waa maintained, ihsLi veuel might be good, 
lubatiuittal, tnund, and even strong ; *ml yel 
nol bo twitrthy 1 cannot adopt this argu- 
ment. The words aounil, and atrong, and suh- 
stantial, muat he tiikcn with refeTvnee tn the 
subject matter ; and th., purpoaea, I'm which 
that lubject is ordinarily used. The words may 
not imply, that the ship ww tit ioi sny 
voyage, or sny description ot weight of 
cargo; but that they niosnl ahe was tit lu go 
to sen, must I think be eonrludcd. Thi- words 
used, however, do not atund alone. They 
are accnmpniiled Invariably by s icl«rciiEfl to 
her Ige ; Which wu known lo be rcty great. 
Conversation* take place ; nnd the ship Is re- 
peatedly spoken of, aa * good tubstanlial old 
veaael ; a veaael, though old. yol a good strong 
one ; or to this etTett, for Ihe witness cannot 
state the elect exprvvMon*. Wlien J regird 
the looaencs* of all thi*, the known ago of the 
vessel, nnd the unavoidable prejudice uf the 
witness who speaks, thr ■baentc of any rrprn- 
innUtion in thememorandumofisle, liieabsenct 
of the word seaworthy in those csnvetutiwi* ; 
and the amount of the purduse-rnoney, and 
its mode of payment, and compare the whole 
with the evidence of Mr. Hughes, who nppean 
principally lo have conducted Ihe negociatian, 
HA 1 say without any degree of doubt, that a 
distinct and definite repteaenisilion, such ** 
that charged in the Ull, t* unequivocally ealab- 
Lisbed i 1 must uy, after muUt deliberation, 
that 1 am not talis lied that il ia, tied I ar- 
rived it * different conoluairm, however, on ihi. 

I ihould still be agains! the complainant* 
un another. Il is not proved, whatever degree 
of suspicion m.y.tlach to this case, that the 
detendmt Wight taeie the ItMe of hi* ve**c|, 
The aut.boritjc* nrc abundant, that, in a case ol 
thia kind, the ban fast of misrepresentation ia 
not auEheient ; bul iienefrrriir in the parly 
representing is eucntial and thai knowledge 
here ia not eiiahliiheri. It, indeed, the genet*! 
decay of the ship, which may have been the 
ruauit of ago only, were ahnrrn to be the 
natural reatill of her having been eynnuvt, and 
Use fact of her having been so were iteH,„h- 
tlrdl-d, so a* In ad mil of no further question. I 
should find much ditficully in so saying i— 
because then, (without rofcrence to theceJtiH- 
cale, which (or thit purpose I lay out of the 
qpiealion,} his ship having struck forcibly on 
the ground, if he knew laol /uw, t> 1 have 
a^Fcmly uttid that 1. could uinl duubt hi. 1 iuutL 
have done,) tlif cuncWion would not he a 
Violent one, that he know the fact of het rrVrwjr 
*!-■. flu 1 1 hii is not the way in wbirfa the 
oaug now presents itself. 

Upon the whole, all thr cijeurruttances bring 
cnasideied, I dismiss the bill ;— and, since s 
poaitive fraud ia charged, which the parties 
have failed to eatatdiah, with co*l*.
